The evidence given before the Coroner's 
Jury brings out some new featurea regarding 
the cause of the accident, and sbewa how con- 
flicting all theories may be following the ex- 
citement attending auch things. 

Mr. Boaby of Acme Milling Co., IndiaiapolU, 
who was on the train, aaya: 

"I waa on the ooach next to the Observation 
Car and the jar almost took me off my seat. I 



discovered we had lost part of the train. I 
saw where the car left the track ; saw where 
hands were engaged in repairing track ; the 
tiea were not in proper place, some were not 
spiked down, train waa runaing very fast at 
time, about 50 or 55 miles an hoar." 

Mr. Harry Allen of Rockford, III., deposed: 

The Porter said "we are off the track;" I 
was thrown through the window and hurt my 
shoulder, we were running very fast, how fast 
I don't know. 

air. Allen called at The Ledger office yes- 
terday afternoon and gave us a graphic and 
thrilling narrative about the wreck. He said 
he was occupying section 9 on the doomed 
coach "Contra Costa," and had just finished 
writing a letter to his home folks, when the 
Pullman portar, R. J. Allen, colored, 
through the car, and Mr. Allen asked him 
he could mail his letter. 

The Porter replied: "We'll be at Uayaville 
in 5 minutes, and yen can mail it there." Just 
then the coach left the rails, and Porter Allen 
exclaimed; "we're off the track!" and wait 
running to the end of the coach. Mr. Allan 
said he arose and started for the rear, but just 
thea the car went over the bank and landed 
bottom «ide up in the mud. He said he found 
himself standing up on the outside of the 
wrecked coach, and it a mystery how he got 
out, as ha doa't know. He received only a 
few scratches and bruises. He says Mrs. Hal- 
sey was pinned under the wreck insensible and 
that the Misses Yalkenburg were also partly 
under the car and one of them lying across 
Mrs. Halsey. 

Mr. Allen's theery about the wreck ia, that 
the train going at a rapid rata whirled arouad 
the Lawrence Creek curve, and ewingAo some 
defect in traek or rails, the momentum switched, 
or jerked the observation car off the track. Id 
this accident the rail may have been "buckled" 
by the car leaving the track, and giving it a 
wreach. 

All sorts of surmises always follow such ac- 
cidents on railways and so-called experts can 
only look wiae and give ateraotyped explanationa 
conceraing them. All know that the C. and 0. 
does everything in its pawer to give ease, com- 
fort and safety to the public; and the best evi- 
dence that this ia true, ia doubly proven by the 
fact that in the 19 years since the road has 
been built, Mrs. Halsey is the first paaseeger 
killed on this Division.
